Emigration from the British Islands, 

It is well sometimes to take a glance beyond 
the small local circle iu wliicli we revolve- 
to emancipate ourselves from our complete 
isolation from the rest of the world. We arc- 
no losers by giving up n few moments oc- 
casionally to observe how others of our race 
are battling through existence. On the con- 
trary we become a little more cosmopolitan in 
our ideas, and better fitted to take moro en- 
larged views of the progress of human events. 

Few tilings are more striking than the pro- 
lific vigor with which the inhabitants of the 
British Islands have continued year after year 
to send forth a continued stream of people to 
populate the newer continents. Sometimes 
swollen to repletion, again diminished, but 
nover wholly ceasing, the current o( emigration 
liai during the last ball century carried from 
those little spots ou the west ot Europe over 
f>,000,000 of human souls. The general report 
of the Emigration Commissioner for 1861, 
lately issued, furnishes us with a few facts 
relative to last year's progress. From its 
statistics it would appear that those leaving 
the Kingdom in 18G1 were lower in number 
than in any year since 18-14. One would 
naturally account for this by the fact of the 
American civil war having so utterly pro- 
strated every branch of industry, and so com- 
pletely disorganized society as to shut out 
most effectually one of the largest and most 
usual Gelds of emigration. This is evidently 
true to some extent from the circumstance of 
quite a largo number having returned home 
from America. Another cause, however, 
might be assigned for the decrease last year is 
the fact that previous years had pretty well 
drained the country of its surplus population 
of laborers ; giving better wages to those who 
remained. There was quite an increase in the 
number going out to British North America, 
owing, we have no doubt, in some degree to 
the systematic efforts made by the Canadian 
government to induce emigration, and to pro- 
vide employment to those coming out. 
Australia has boon some years the resort 
of a large number; notwithstanding its great 
distance from Britain the decrease to that 
country has been but very small. Among 
the British Islands, Ireland seems destined, 
notwithstanding her continued depletion by 
a oonstant tide of emigration, to contribute 
the greatest share to the population of the 
outer world. The misery she so often ey.- 

frorn her childran abroad, and the adven- 
turous spirit of the race, all conspire to make 
her a most prominent member of the : '' woik- 
shop of nations." 

The year 18(32 vr ill doubtless be a marked 
one in English emigration. Many things 
have a tendency to make it so, none of 
which can be moro powerful thin the great 
distress prevailing in all pails of the country. 
We shall no doubt figure somewhat more 
prominently in connection with the subject 
this yoar. The gold mines of British Co- 
lumbia have already had their share of at- 
tention. The Island of Vancouver will bo 
no longer one of those spots unknown to the 
British public; and wo must do our duty 
towards making il, at least, not a land of 
barren promise. 



advantages of our free-port system, and so the 
Senators of the luoi3c| republic treat their 
boasted "divine Constitution" as a dead letter. 
It is none of our business how tiny twist, 
stretch, distort, and forget that boasted produc- 
tion of their revolutionary faluers. If they 
can submit to see their "first law" treated as a 
nullity, wo certainly should not forget our des- 
tiny nor the city with whom we arc contend- 
ing for commercial supremacy. So long as 
we can buy to moro advantage there than else- 
where, so long wo -viu UU y ; gut il must be 
self-evident to many of our merchants that a 
very large portion of our San Francisco im- 
ports might he brought here direct by combin- 
ing enterprise; with capital. The cc nsuuiption 
or distribution of such merchandise here war- 
rants the attempt at importing from abroad 
directly on a larger scale, l ather than submit 
to pay a commission, profits, expenses, and 
double freight, through purchasing there. II 
any one will run through the list of import:', 
they will porccivo our trade Willi England 
might be largely increased— purchased at first 
hands; but it appears from tlio return; that 
wogivo that our English imports are fallmg 
oil ; except the ships now on the the way may 
make it ;^ood iu the annual return ol' imports. 
Portland trade, owing to the emigration to 
the Salmon River mines, has greatly fallen oil 
daring the past half of this year ; whilst the 
imports Ironi Port Town-end have increased. 

The Sandwich Island trade has increased 
live hundred per 'cent, over last year. 'Pie 
only new customer on our books is New 
Zealand, and the imports from Ihero are 
small. On the whole the half yearly returns 
are very promising ; so much so indeed that 
we may almost say that our imports have 
neai Iv doubled that of the first half of last 
year, [f the doctrine of that school of politi- 
cal economists be true, who state that the 
more a nation imports in excess of exports, 
the richei she becomes, then we are on the 
high road to prosperity. Vet wo cannot but 
believe that we would be much the richer 
if our agricultural imports had been raised 
here.

Thus the increase in our trade during tho 
first two quarters of this year over the sumo 
period in 'til is 8001,030. With San Fran- 
cisco alone it has neaily doubled ; in fact, 
our imports from that pert have been in- 
creased So-14,002. What is still more con- 
spicuous is, that with the exception of not 
quite $500,000, our whole imports have been 
drawn fiom that city. Her merchants arc 
benefitted most by our progress. Neverthe- 
less, during the recent sitting of Congress, 
thoy engineered through a bill changing 
their warehouse system from three months 
to one year, in direct violation of the Consti- 
tution of tho United States, which impera- 
tively ordains that no commercial privilege 
shall bo granted lo one Slate that is not 
granted to all the Slates ; in other words, 
tho Constitution foibids the enactment ol 
commercial regulations that are not uniform 
throughout Iho States. 

This exceptional legislation was a blow 
aimed directly at us. Tho San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce pointed out in their 
memoriul to Congress the superior commercial

Arrival of the Otter ? 

STICKfiEN DNDER A CLOUD 

INDIAN TROUBLES ! 

Colonist Ofkicr, •"> p. in. 

The steamer Otter has just arrived from 
Stiokccn River via the Forts ami Nanaimo. 

She brings '25 passengers. 20 of whom 
were taken aboard fiorn canoes at Nauaimo 
am! arc rolurnipg Slick-eon miners. 

The Otter brought down a small amount of 
gold-dust. 

Tho Venial ui rig pnssengors are traders wlio 
went from hero on the Otter nearly three weeks 
ago, ami have brought back all their goods. 
The Otter returns as full of freight as she do- 
pal ted. 

The steamer Flying Dutchman and tho 
barge \V. I. Moore are on the way down 
with Prom 50 to 60 passengers. 

The schooner Alpha is bound down with 
:!() passengers^ The Kmily Harris and other 
vessels are also bound down with more or 
loss passengers each. 

The news is very discouraging. The Otter 
left the month of the river on the 13th inst. 
for this port, at which time the miners were 
desceuding the stream in great numbers. 

Flour and many other articles were sell- 
ing at the month of tho liver at Victoria 
prices. 

The most reliable reports Fay that thcro are 
n lew good claims, paying from $15 to §25 a 
day to the hand; hut the great majority of 
minors could obtain only 00 a day 

diggings. 

Two drunken Indians have been killed 
i,y whites at Stickeen for stealing a canoe. 
The liquor in the hands of traders was des- 
troyed by whites assisted by friendly In- 
dians. All appeared quiet when the Olter 
left the month ; but the whites were keeping 
a bright look-out. 

Two canoes, containing 1- men, wore 
attacked by Indians 30 miles sent!; of Fort 
Simpson, and all their grub and one of the 
canoes stolen. 

The men were picked np by the schooner 
Black Hawk and taken to Fort Simpson, 
where their wauls were supplied. They sub- 
sequently reached Nauaimo in canoes, and 
were brought down by the Otter this alter

A canoe containing three men was also 
attacked by For! Simpson Indians a day or

iccurrence, and 



iwo oi the number killed — the third escap- 
ing to Mr. Duncan's Mission. These men 
were bound for Cariboo via Bentinck Arm. 

The Otter laid two days at the mouth ol the 
river. 

Home of the returning miners pronounce 
Stickeen a humbug, but all acknowledge that 
a lew claims w ill pay good wages. 

A few miners expressed their determina- 
tion to winter on tho river. Probably one 
hundred men will remain. 

ADDITIONAL. 

Mr. Pryce, formerly of this city, informs us 
that there are a lew claims paying from S3 to 
88 per day to the hand. (JoarsugoUl has been 
taken from the North Fork id' the Stickeen, 
and a party of 30 men wire preparing to ex- 
plore the head of the Upper Canon, to find, il 
possible, the source of the coarse gold. The 
Indians report that tbey can travel from Stick- 
een to Fort George, on the Fraser, in 20 days, 
and it is said that "Buck" Chcquette|hus go'ne 
through. 

AV hen the Otter reached Stickeen Captain 
Moore, of the Dutchman, came alongside and 
advised the merchants aboard not to take their 
/roods up the river. 

A highly intelligent gentleman, Mr. James 
BatlersTy, from Napa City, Cat., went up 
(in the Flying Dutchman from this place, on 
Ihe 11th of June last, and has been to the 
diggings, remaining .here three weeks. He 
railed on us last evening, ami says ho saw a 
number of men working with rockers, using 
quicksilver, and making; from 'J bits to three 
dollars and seventy five-cents per day to tho 
hand. The latter sum was only made for on o 
day on a bar called Schakes', situated about 
175 miles up the river. Mr. B, and patty 
made many prospects and from fifty or sixty 
buckets to a prospect succeedeiUin obtaining 
about six cents. The gold is tine and is (if 
tho kind known as fWt-gold. Fi Idler'* liar 
and Birch liar are the only paying liar?, and 
the miners said they could make $6 or $8 
to the hand. The miners on Iheso bars are 
building cabins and preparing for winter. 
An expedition, consisting ol twenty-five or 
thirty men, had been formed for the purpose 
ol' proceeding above the upper canons ami 
endeavoring to ascertain tho source id' the 
float gold. Tliey were to stan from Schakes 
Bur for the upper qafioil en the 2.2(1 day of 
.inly, (tie day on which Mr. rJiittersiy left 
to come down. Great confidence is ex- 
pressed by all that coarse gold will bo found 
there, and the country prove a second Cari- 
boo. But below the upper canon the dig- 
gings will not pay. 

One of tho rneti killed by Indians near 
Fort Simpson was named John ilenly, or 
Henry, who is said to have owned a farm on 
San Juan Island. The other man was called 
George, and before he died told the survivor 
that his mother lived near Cleveland, Ohio. 

Si hakes, the great chief of tho Stickeehs, 
U dead. Tho Indians say he was poisoned 
by medicine administered by the captain of 
a schooner, and Schakes' son says they art; 
bound td have f' blood foi blood." Trouble 
is anticipated. 

Nuggets of gold weighing §5 have been 
found Oil tho North Fork of tho Stickeen 



where two men (Italians) are ni aking $25 a 
day to the hand w ith a rocker. 

The traders who returned in tho Otter 
were only charged So per ton on the goods 
for bringing them back. 

Montgomery, a irudor at the mouth of the 
Stickeen, only sold five sacks of Hour in six 
weeks. 

The Indians at Simpson have been nearly 
all carried oil" by smallpox "Whole villages 
have boon swept away by tho dread disease. 

Seizure of the H. B. Co.'a Steamer Ls- 
bouohere by Russian Indians. 
From Mossrs. James G. Poston and J. B. 
Mallon, who arrived last overling on the 
Labouohere from Stickoju, wo learn that 
about loll miles north of Stickeen Jtivor, 
some 300 natives came aboard tire Labou- 
chero and took possession of lior, surround- 
ing Capt. S.vatisou and Mr. Compton, the 
Chief Trader, and by threatening them with 
spears and knives, compelled them to ac- 
cede to their terms, which was a dilleronee 
ofafow blankets in making a trado for a 
sea-otter skin, Tho crew trained a cannon 
loaded with grape to tiro on thu Indians; 
but the hitter held Swansbn and Compton 
before the gun and dared them to Ihe. They 
stole the revolvers of the officers and took 
tho interpreter ashor<>, v. Vra the chief ad- 
vised him to tell Capt. Sivunsoil to heave 
anchor and leave, which ho did. The ves- 
sel was in the possession of the savages from 
4 o'clock in the afternoon until 10 o'clock 
in tho night. During the whole trying 
scene Swansou and Compton displayed great 
coolness. The crew numbered twenty and 
were afraid to tiro lost they should sacrifice 
their officers, who wore held at Ihe very 
muzzles of tho guns. The Labouehero is on 
her way to Victoria, having left Stickeen on 
the l-hli inst. Tho Indians who perpetrated 
tho outrage are Russian Indians. 

Memoranda. 
AVe are indebted to the courtesy of the 
Purser of the Otter for the following memo- 
randa : 

The steamer Otter arrived at Stickeen in 1 days 
and (j hours from Victoria, stopping at Fort ltu- 
peit '2 I. ours, unci at Fort Simpson 10 hours, with 
ihick fog and hoavy ruin. Found the steamer 
Laboncticro and the sloop Grace Darling lying at 
anchor there — the former having arrived the night 
previous. On our way up wo passed the Emily 
Harris bound down, 14 miles lo tire southward el' 
Fort Simpson. .Spoke the sloop Native ami the 
schooner Black Hawk, both hound down, in Mil- 
hank Hound; both vessels gave discouraging ac- 
counts from Stickeen. Passed the sloop Thorn- 
ton, bound up, at Tongas Narrows. In Clarence 
Straits passed the schooner .Surprise bound up, 
and spoke the schooner Alpha bound down, wirti 
oil passengers, -11 of whom had gono np in her, 
only tire leaving remained at Stickeen. 

Luy oil' Furl liiehlUId on the 12th and 13th inst. 
At noon on the 13th the Flying Dutchman came 
alongside with about 30 passengers. Alter re- 
maining alongside half an hour she left for Vic- 
toria. The Olter loft the same evening rttO.oOj 
anired at Fort Simpson on the loth, at -1 p. to., 
having experienced S. E. gules all the way from 
Stickeen. Learned that the Labouchere had left 
the day before for llentinek Arm en route for Vie-

Life in Rome. 

The Times' corrosj o.ident says: — [ have 
taken soniu trott'do situe I havit Leon hore 
to ascertain, among other things, tho state 
of public, security in Rome. The e are 
Btrong and frequent patrols of Roman and 
French guards, and a person may walk 
through the great thoroughfares month alter 
month with safety, but it is not so in other 
parts of the city—first, because of tho gen- 
eral disorder and poverty consequent on mis- 
lulc; and, secondly, becauso the greater 
part of tho city is in comparative darkness. 
The municipality havo a contract with an 
English company which obliges them tu 
give so many public lights for so many pri- 
vate lights, ordered — public interests, there- 
fore, being made dependent on private ; 
and the consequence is that many of the 
-treets are in darkness or only dimly lighted 
with oil, even in tho neighborhood of tho 
principal hotels. From correct polico re- 
ports, which are not published, but which I 
have obtained, I find that under the head of 
" aegi'essioni /»< fi " ' 1,1 cases have occurred 
between the 20th of February and 20th of 
Ma) r , 18(1-. 1 have each case noted— arms 
were used in many or most ol them— and 
tins list is a very imperfect report of what 
has taken place, as so general is the per- 
suasion that it is useless or dangerous to 
apply for the assistance nf the police, lhat 
many )!ersori3 endure the injury in silence. 

I will give you an illustration of these poinls. 
A friend of mine wool in an official capacity 
to complain of a fellow-countryman having 
been attacked and wounded the night be- 
fore, " Wo havo ado/on such cases daily," 
was Ihe observation of the official. '! And in 
cases of robbery do you succeed in recover- 
ing i he properly?" ashed my friend. 

II Scarcely ever,'' was the second reply. 
There is yet another motive for lying quiet 
and putting up with tho first loss, which is 
that the first is generally tho least. I will 
s'ate the case, and not hypothetical!)' either. 
A man is robbed of sorno silver fonts ; he is 
begged to bring others whereby lo verify 
them as his property. He does so, and al- 
ter having danced attendance lor several 
months, gives the matter up in despair, after 
losing Ids lime and his first and the second 
set of forks. In political cases the police 
never 'fail, as 1 will show you iu another 
letter ; their eyes cannot bo closed, and iheir 
grasp is sure and fatal; but in .-uch compar- 
ative trifles as ayijressioni and furti they are 
indolent and lenieut. My statements are 
not Ihti idle gossip of the cafe--, but ate de- 
rived from soOer, serious men, and founded 
on official documents. 1 shall pursue this 
subject yet further, ami with Monsiguor Mo* 
rode, give you some additional tacts to show 
the comparative slate ol things under the 
Cross of Savoy and the inverted Cross of Si. 
Peter. Within the past few weeks there 
have been murdered and wounded of 
my own countrymen, poor Smith, who was 
murdered at Vollctri ; Buchanan wounded, and 
the ease most injudiciously compromised ; 
Captain I lai rison, attacked by assassins on his 
road to the Flinch Legation : and Mr. Phelan, 
an Irish priest, attacked and wounded in the 
streets on the night of the Kith instant. Willi , 
reeanl to the case of Smith, he had been i 
threatened five times ; and Monsignor Jlicci, 
the Governor ol Vollctri, is said to have re- I 
(used to issue an order lor ihe arrest id the 
man until some time after. With respect to 
the ea-e of Mr. Phelan, 1 was not far from the 
spot when it. happened, i was translating 
that infuriated Allocution id the Pope- King, 
and had gone to my window to get a little 
fresh air, when [heard a fearful cry in the 
opposite street, the Strudu Borgognonn, not 
lighted with gas, though close to the Hotel 
d'Angleterre j some passers by ran down, and 
the "cudarmerie had conic up, ol course too 
liite,°and found Mr. Phelan on the ground, 
lie had been attacked by five men. three of 
them armed w ith knives ; no demand had been 
made for money, but down came the knives. 
Mr. Phelan is no doubt a loyal ami do- 
voted Catholic, but he was so alarmed and 
disgusted at the statu of things thai he stall- 
ed The next morning; wHhout any regard to 
his wounds. Other ecclesiastics, and 1 could 
name more than one bishop among the 
number, have expressed themselves in the 
same manner. So that in spite of allocutions 
and episcopal services, ami tho ravings ol 
French priests, and the macadamizing a 
road from .Japan to Paradise, there are many 
among the shepherds of the fold who do not 
think the temporal power ol His Holiness 
secures to tho lambs the greatest possible se- 
curity, 1 shall mention yet another case 
which oecuired on Thursday last in tho Via 
Fratteria, nut a stone's throw from my hotel, 
and ac two o'clock in the day. It was the 
hour of siesta, and three men weie watching 
the shop ol' a lit: man who was smoking closu 
by and who was on his guard. At last one 
of the thiee went up to him and struck him 
two blows with a knife iu ihe Btomach and 
the chest. Even tu that. Stale the poo; lel- 
low pursued Ins murderer, wrested ihe knife 
from him, and laid h I in dead with seven 
wounds.

thosi that lie did not reject to be reformed. 
With respect to the 17th article, he said it ap- 
plied generally to the genuineness ol the Scrip- 
tures and this he was bound to reject. The 
result or ali this was that the articles must be 
reformed, those he had rejected being struck 
out, and those he uadadmitfed being amended. 
Hither party might appeal tu Her 'Majesty in 
Council. 

Jn the case of Mr. Wilson, Dr. Lushington 
said that, comparing his writings with declara- 
tions in the Prayer Book, he felt bound to 
admit the articles. As iu the case of Dr. 
Williams, he should allow on appeal. The 
learned Judge concluded as follows : " f cannot 
leave the3e two cases without adding a few 
words in conclusion. I have discharged my 
duty to the best of my ability. 1 am aware 
that these judgments will be severely canvassed 
by the clergy and by others. Be it so; there- 
by it may be ascertained whether they are in 
accordance with iaw.and accordance with law 
ought to be the sole object o( a court of jus- 
tice. It may be that on the present occasion 
some may think that, so far from having gone 
too far. 1 have taken too limited a view of the 
powers entrusted to me, and consequently have 
tailed to apply a remedy w here a remedy 
might seem to be wanted. I can only say, 
that 1 have shaped my coarse according to the 
authority 1 iun bound to follow— the authority 
ol the Privy Council." 

A Poison in, ; Sensation.— In England the 
newspapers have been recently filled with re- 
ports of an examination into the cause of the 
death of a young married woman, named 
Phillips, who died last winter, but whose body 
was exhumed in dune, in cousequence of stories 
set alloat by her relatives that she had bem 
poisoned by her husband. The examination 
lasted several days, and it was decided by the 
jury tha'. the woman eanie by her death ' from 
puerperal fever brought on by the conduct of 
deceased's inuthcr, who had boon called in to 
assi.-t at her daughter's confinement. It ap- 
pears that tho old woman suspected that her 
son-in-law Phillips was in love with another 
woman, and was led to'TttlinerisKj" ( or poison ) 
his wife in order that he might many the 
object of his supposed affection. So the old 
beldame, whilst her daughter was lying ill, so 
worked on the poor creatures fears that she 
died. Not satisfied with killing her daughter, 
the woman spread the injurious reports about 
the poisoning, and it was through her repre 
scntntion that the body was taken up. uh'rn 
it was found that by her meddlesome dis- 
position and groundless suspicions siie hud 
Irightened her daughter to death. What a 
load ol remorse that woman will carry to her 
grave. 

Pauperism. — The number of paupers in 
receipt of relief (in-door and out-dooi) in 
England and Wales on ihe la-4 day of the 
first week iu May was '.105,078, being 7 1 , « .0 7 
more than the number in the corresponding 
week of 1801, The number iu the second 
week win nearly the same; iu the third 
week It was slightly less, but was 72,120 
above the number last year. Hi the last 
week of last month (lie numbers were 894,- 
r,s-j, which is 67,-l-J l in excess of 1801. 
There is an increase in every division but 
the eastern one. In the northwestern divi- 
sion (Lancashire and Cheshire) the increase 
amounts to U.7d per cent ; in the metropolis 
Ihe increase is 0.33.

Treaty ok Commerce with Italy. — At 
a meeting of the Bradford Chamber id Com- 
merce on tho 23d, tin.' President caiiotl at- 
tention to the fact, that though a representa- 
tive of t li e Italian government had been in 
England several months lor tiio purpose of 
negotiating a treaty on free-trade principles, 
it was impossible to ascertain ivhother any- 
thing had been done, and it was exceedingly 
important that the commercial public should 
not be disappointed by any neglect iu this 
case as they had been iu respect lo the no- 
gotimiona with Belgium mid the Zollveroin, 
lb; added, lhat with regard lo the Belgian 
treaty, Holland objected to tho capitaliza- 
tion ol the Scheldt dues, so lhat the objec- 
tion of Belgium would bo of no avail. At 
the suggestion of the President, a resolution 
was passed authorizing communications to 
be made lo the Foreign Otiieo and the Board 
of Trade, to ascertain what progress had 
been made in the negotiations in reference 
lo the proposed treaty between this country 
and Italy; and also requesting that tho 
President may bo put in direct communica- 
tion '.villi tho representative of the Italian 
government. The Secretary was also di- 
rected- to request the co-operation of other 
Chambers on tho subject. 

Telegraphy in Ireland. — A plan for the 
better detection und prevention of crime in 
Ireland bus been laid before the Irish Execu- 
tive. Jt is proposed to connect the police bar- 
racks td' Ireland by telegraphic wires, thereby 
enabliug the constabulary to encircle any dis- 
trict where u crime is committed the moment 
information reach them. Agrarian and other 
offences are generally perpetrated by strangers 
hired from a distance, who at present have 
time to escape back to their own districts be- 
fore they cun be intercepted by the police ; 
hence the necessity of ti rapid communication 
between the police barracks. For this pur- 
pose mounted constabulary are kept nt pre- 
sent at a cost of about £ 10,000 per annum, 
whose services, it is assumed, might be dis- 
pensed with by llio substitution ol telegraphic 
wire, which can he laid at n very small ex- 
pense compared with that incurred fi t the 
horse police.

of Edinburgh. In January, 1859, I sent my first 
Petition to Her Majesty, through this Government,

In January, 
18(31, I lent tt second, Petition, and in July, 18(51, 
I forwarded a third Petition, in duplicate, that is, 
one copy through this Government, and the other 
through the influential parties above mentioned.
